FORMER T 
MAN WRITES OF HIS 
TRIP TO WAR FIELDS 


Francis A.. Morgan Tells of Change 
France has Undergone Since 
The War Started 


The following interesting letter ds 
fréh Francis A. Morgan, a. former 
resident, of this city, who is now in 
France: Wen, 

“We are camped on famous battle- 
fields but the actual fighting has 
moved several miles eastward. We 
are still within the sound of he big 
guns, however, and aeroplane raids 
and scraps are almost a daily oc- 
curance overhead. 

“Our crossing the Atlantic in a Cun 
nard liner t ook just a month, as we 
ran a long ways away from the beat- 
en path and zig-zagged in a snaky 
sort of course that was more than. 
double t he usual distance, in fact we 
got a hazy look at both Iceland and 
Greenland and we also got a good 
look at the British Isles. We were 
received at Buckingham Paiace by 
the king and queen and while in 
London we had lunch on t he palace 
grounds. 

“We crossed the historic channel to 
France, got a fleeting glimpse of 
Paris from the train but did not get 
off even”to see the Wiffel Tower,-on 
and on we went by rail in the strang- 
est cars of our experience. There 
were tiny compartments running 
crosswise holding ten,-no water to 
drink nor for washing and no place 
to sleep. The seats ran along the 
wall as in old fashioned street cars. 

“At night not a single city shows 
a light of any kind and it looks very 
strange to see the people covering 
the windows with huge wooden shut- 
ters at sundown.. Both England and 
France are seamed with railroads 
and canals,-England’s curving and 
picturesque,-France’s direct, straight 
and business like.
